During the Chi let mas respite a 
Mrs. Dun lap, who lives somewhere 
•in the Pacific < 'oast. In t he State of 
California, sent, me a Christmas 
greeting on the back of a card, and 
added that I had many unknown 
friends in that far-off part of the 

< n try, who rend this column when 

ever ii shows up in the JOURNAL, 
with no little Interest and pleasure. 

Al the present lime there are liv 
ing at this Home, all lold, twenty 

six inmates — fourteen females aud 
n dozen males. 

Two id the l.idy inmates, who are 
both over sixty years of age, do 
their share of the Ironing work in 

the laundry, while one does her 
share of the work in the kitchen. 

A OOUple Of the women help do a 
little housework. None of the men 
have any kind of regular work to 

do. 

One of the women, Mrs Rusk, is 
hlind, deal' and dumb while three 
Of the men are so afflicted, while 
another is blind and Weal'. 

All the women ate over sixty 
years of age. A few are over 
eighty. All the men are over fifty 

Now and then a few cane-seated 

chairs are brought heiv from dlf 
ferent quarters to be re-caned, and 
ho two of the blind men do the 

Work, and so aid the Home in scrap 
ing up a little money dm lug I he 
year, and feet grateful that they 

have something to occupy their 

minds,

tint; new ones in their places. 

A number of the rooms may re 
ceive a new coat of paint, ere hint;. 
Many of them need painting badly. 

Tills Home makes such repairs 

and Improvements as it can afford, 

and neglects nothing if it can help 

it. 

Annul a mile from here is a stone 
quarry The stone is crushed into 
smaller ot larger pieces, or made 
Into gravel, taken to the river In 
small ears and dumped Into a boat 

and conveyed lo such parts of the 
country as need it Every day, of 
course, the lock is blasted, and 

sometimes such blasts are severely 

fell hereabouts. Sometimes we 
folks feel as if ihe house itself was 
for- an instant raised from its 
foundations. The noise made bv 

ihe blasts are distinctly felt by all 

who are totally deaf. As many 
Cartridges go olT simultaneously, 

the sound is something smllar, 

when felt by us totally ileal' people, 
to some one beating a drum. 
Sometimes the blasts are ho loud 
and so unexpected or sudden, they 
startle and frighten ill I of us. They 
generally occur at noon, at I r ||. 
and (I P M. Many of Ihe cracks in 
th'< walls in various pails of the 
hnii e aie attributed to Ihe blasts 

over the quarry. 

Most ol the men who work in the 
quarry are Italians, who dwell in 
small liOUSee or huts, and who 
maintain a smaN school house fm 
I heir offspring. 

As the quarry la a dangerous 

pi.o-e while the men are at their 

various labors there, none of the 
Inmates go near I he place.

Rev. Herbert 15. Merrill, who is In 
the late and lamented Van Allen's 

place, delivered a discourse here 

on Sunday, the 14th of August, 
which exceedingly pleased the la- 

maies. 

Rev. Mr. George II Refflon, who 
lives in Hartford, Ot., presetted 

here Sunday morning, the 2lst 
of August, and left for Boston the 
Following morning In the course 
of his sermon, ho said among ol her 
things, thai the Everett Home for 
Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mutes, some 
where outside of Boston, was near 
the trolley road and access to it 
was bonvenient, while thin Home, on 
the contrary, was wonderfully and 
woefully isolated, it being nearly two 
miles from the nearest trolley road, 
and three miles from the nearest 
town. 

Some time before Rev Thomas 
Gallaudel died, some twenty years 
ago, lu> was asked lo have this 
Home located pear the trolley road, 
lint his only answer lo the sugges- 
tion was a shake Of the head. He 
was the founder of the Home, lint 
seemed to be unmindful /of the 
trouble people experienced in get 
lint; to it from any point. 

Rev. Merrill, I forgot to state, is 
in the late aud lamented Van 
Allen's place, and is doing admira- 
bly well. 

Dr l>. Taylor, a resident of We 
Iheislield, was in I'oughkeepsie for 
a few days last week, and last Sun- 
Mar came lo see Mr. I lelllon deli ver- 
ing his discourse. In the aflernoon 
both gentlemen left here together 

in the auto, and were taken to Hie 
station where they boarded a train 

for Boston. All (he folks here were 

much pleased with their visit, short 
as it was. 

As many of my intelligent lead- 
ers may suppose, the past months 
of June and July were very warm 
and distressing up this way. Often 
the mercury rose ahevoihe 90th de- 
cree On the 'Mill of July a heavy 
sliower of rain showed up, and put 
the long hot wave out of existence 
in this Heclion ot the State There- 
after Ihe days have been cool and 
ml. The month of August 
has been unusually cool, and some- 
times in t he eat ly mornings, rather 
cold. 

At dawn, on the morning oT Ihe 
17th April last, vl rs. Eleanor Gra- 
ham, a deaf-blind lady, who was 
Hearing the eighty third year of her 
Age, .and who had been an inmate 
of the II uiie since January, 188B, 
passed quietly away after an illness 
of a few days lltu' husband came 
with her lo live here, but 
died within a few years. Mis. (Jra- 
ham was unusually bright aud 
talkative up to the time of her 
death, despite her groat age and 
triple affllotlon. She had a small 
estate in Ireland and received from 
it a small sum of inone> annually. 
she was buried on Wednesday, 

April Wlh, because Ihe Kev. John 
II. Kent was hindered from coming 
earlier to deliver t lie funeral .sermon. 

Two of the lady inmates are bed- 
ridden, Mrs Kersenlieim and Mrs. 
Robinson. The latter has been in 
bed evei since she came here to 
live from Albany, some six years 
ago, and is said to be over 90 years 
of age. 

The matron, Mrs. K. M. Jones, 
was conlined to a .sick bed for a few- 
weeks in July. Being possessed of 

an excellent eonatitutibn and the 

prospect of a long life, she pulled 
through till right. 

On the aftefhOOn of Ihe Fouith 

ot July last, a huge auto driven bj 

a lady, drove up to Ihe door, and 
its half dozen occupants landed on 
the porch, and were soon surround- 
ed by a number of the inmates, 
who indulged in a lively oonvorsa 
lion With the newcomers It was 
soon learned that Ihe principal in- 
most conspicuous person among the 
visitors was Mis. Lahey, a lady of 
about forty, who was a waitress 
bete eighteen years, and that her 

companions, three young girls and 



a boy, wete her children, and the 
lady who had driven the auto, a 
friend of hers. Mrs. Lahey re- 
mained here all Ihe afternoon, and 
chatted freely with all who came 
out lo see her and her company, 
She was married twice, anil is now 
a widow. The party brought with 
them a lunch, which they partook 
of on the porch. Sooner or later 
Mrs. Lahey, who is Interested in the 
deaf, will call again. 

Kev John II. Kent, the new- 
Vicar of St. Ann's "Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, has been here as usual 
several limes since lasl January. 

The short after breakfast and 
after stippei services or prayei in 
the chapel, which were 000 tinned 
and •conducted hy thin or that male 
inmate for about twonty-flve years, 
have been discontinued altogether. 
The inmates felt that there was al- 
together too niueh chapel. 

Some months ago this scribe was

The above epistle is most pleas- 
ing and satisfactory affair, though, 

like myself, maijv of my Intelligent 
leaders will ask Ihe question, 
" How came that sand box to be on 
the grounds of the old White 
House, and what was it, or is it there 
for ?*' 
Principal I. Ii. Gardner, of the 

Fanwood School, who is al present 
stopping with his brother, Samuel, 
down at the farmhouse, is busy 
every day taking the folks out on 
long rides in his oar, ami visiting 
friends and relatives, and Hie scenes 
of his childhood days He is ex 
peeled up here In fore he goes back 
to the metropolis to resume his of 
lieial duties at the old yellow Mil 
wan-tee brick school, better known 
as Fanwood. 

Mrs. \V. Patterson, who came 
here lo live, along with her hus 
band, seven years ago, had quite 
an interesting and entertaining 
story to tell tlu> ladies who sit with 
nei at Ihe table in the dining-room 
some time ago. It was that when 
she was living in New ton, N. J , 
where her husband was employed 
in a large shoe factory, one of her 
nearby neighbors gave her a l.-ibbit 
that he had shot and killed while out 
hunting, and so Mrs. Patterson 
went right to work and prepared 
the rabhil for Ihe oven, and 
while it was baking her cat sneak 
ed up to Ihe oven and dragged the 
coveted meal to a secluded corner 
or the hou.se. When Mrs. Patter 
son went to look at the meat it was 
[tone, and after a hasty search she 

was stunned to find the oat eating 

away at il with a look of good cheer 
and satisfaction. She informed 
her neighbor of the mallei and wis 
given an other lalibit, ami so she 
and her husband had their share 
of some rabhil meal as well as I hen- 
thievish cat.

Brannon Whitlock and Tom Hill, 
two of the younger deaf men of Dal- 
las, Texas were both killed by the

Mr. Willis Sides, who was 
with them at the time of the ac- 
cident, stated that they were on 
their way to the wheat fields of 
Kansas, and that Whitlock and Hill

Tom Hill was killed Instantly, his 
body being horribly mangled, while 
Brannon Whitlock lived thirty 
minutes after being taken to Rock- 
wall, Texas. Brannon Whitlock 
was a member of the N. F. S. D., 
Dallas Division, No. 63, in good 
standing at the time of his death, 
and the local Prats acted as pall- 
bearers and had general charge of 
the funeral.
